BDUCATION IN AUGUSTA—ALL 
BORTS—KING HANS. 


Avausta, Ga., May 18, 1871. 

Edtor Constitution: The Richmond county 
Board of Education met on the 16th and 
decided that they were unwilling to levy any 
tax under existing doubts as to their authority 
todo so. The matter has been referred to 
the grand jury, at June term, Superior Court, 
for recommendation as exponents of public 
opinion. The Board requested teachers to 
continue at their posts. That noble band met 
yesterday and resolved to keep their schools 
in operation. The grand jury will doubtless 
urge the levying of our usual tax, $17,000. 
This, with aid from the State fund and Pea- 
body agency, will enable us to perfect a sys- 
tem so auspiciously begun. See what we 
have accomplished in three months, actually 
two months: Have a regularly graded school 
each, for white and colored, with two or 
more teachers, in every ward. Forty-four 
teachers and over 2,000 pupils. The average 
attendance throughout the county was over 
80 per cent. on enrollment, the gencral aver- 
age in the city was 90 per cent. 

We have been almost cut off by the vague- 
ness of the law. We were prospering and 
to prosper, when a question is sprung which 
throws a damper on the whole system. We 
shall trust to luck. | 

NOTES. 

New York paid $6,496,692 for teachers’ 
salaries in 1870; expended $9,905,514 in sup- 
port of common schools, spent $128,723 
maintaining six normal schools. 

Maine expended $1,077,927 for public 
schools. The population has increased 440 in 
ten years, but the school population has de- 
creased 15,753. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

The hope is generally cherished that the 
State Board of Education of Georgia will 
defer the question of prescribing text-books, 
at least during this year. The Teachers’ As- 
sociation so recommended—the people 
concur. 

LEGISLATORS,
